Brazil’s imports from the United 
States during the period January 
through May reached a total of 
$471,785,414, according to figures 
disclosed by the Brazilian Treas- 
ury Delegation in New York City. 

This is an average of $94,357,- 
083 per month. 

The figures, which are based on 
c.i.f. Brazil values, show imports 
for the first four months were ap- 
proximately one hundred million 
dollars per month, but that a 
sharp decline occurred in May, 
when the total was $67,566,414. 

Fifteen ports are covered by the 
statistics, which show New York 
handled a share of $353,796,629, 
that is, 75 percent of the total. 

New Orleans was next in order 
of volume, with $33,976,166, being 
closely followed by Baltimore, 
which handled exports worth $28,- 
674,029.

Import License 
Ruling Stated 


A ruling recently issued by the 
Export-Import Department of the 
Bank of Brazil, under No. 282, an- 
nounces that if an application for 
import license is approved in 
part only, a new application must 
be submitted, covering the amount 
approved, within ten days of noti- 
fication of partial approval. 

After this ten-day period has 
elapsed, says the ruling, the ap- 
plication will be subject to any 
new criteria which may be issued 
by the Department.

Arno Produet Up 
to U.S. Standards 


Sao Paulo Company Also 
Large Producer of 


Home Appliances 


Arno, S.A., fifty million cru 
zeiro electric equipment factory in 
Sao Paulo, Brazil, expects to pro- 
duce its five-hundred-thousandth 
electric motor this year, states the 
American Chamber of Commerce 
in Brazil. 

The factory, founded in 1939 by 
Dr. Joao Arnstein Arno and three 
brothers by the name of Brentani, 
technically-trained in Italy, pro- 
duced its first three-phase squirrel 
cage motor in September 1940, 
they disclose. 


Progress Described 

The company began to produce 
capacitor-start, single-phase mo- 
tors in 1945, and in 1949 started 
manufacturing universal motors. 

In December 1951 the factory 
was operating at a rate of 4,500 
universal motors a month, and 
production of all types of motors 
is now estimated at 410 a day. 

Arno’s motors, says the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, conform in every 
way with the American standards 
set up by NEMA (National Elec- 
trical Manufacturers Association). 

Estimated total horsepower of 
motors to be built in 1952 is 
180,000. 


Home Appliances, Too 

A new development with Arno, 
S.A., is the manufacture of house- 
hold equipment.

List Rules for Foreigners to 
Fly B -‘azil-Registered Airplanes 


A dispatch issued by Brazil’s 
Ministry of Aeronautics gives the 
requirements for granting of spe- 
cial licenses for foreign pilots to 
fly planes registered in Brazil, on 
a non-professional basis.
